ent there are 56,137 farm s in this 
state with a total acreage of 27,675,- 
823 acres of which, according to the 
federal census of 
1910, 19,609,000 
acres were under cultiv ation. 
From 
this It is apparent tha t nearly two- 
thirds of the state is still unoccupied, 
so far as agricu ltu re is concerned; 
yet 90 percent of the v acant land is 
estim ated to be suitable for cultiv a­ 
tion when cleared and drained. 
The United States census of 1900 
showed the population of M innesota 
to be 1,751.39 4— while tha t of 1910 
stated it a t 2,075,708 , or an increase 
of 18.5 per cent in the ten years. Of 
this population less than ten per cent 
are located 
in so called Northern 
Minnesota. 
W ith the cu tting of the tim ber and 
the draining of the swam p lands, v ast 
areas of fertile land are now being 
made open to the settler. 
The state 
au thorities and the 
railroads 
are 
widely adv ertising M innesota and its 
resources. 
Its own people are aw ak ­ 
ening to the great opportunities to be 
av ailed of in the N orthern counties, 
and a large influx of worthy and sa t­ 
isfactory homeseek ers is confidently 
expected in the next two or three 
years. 
Indeed,

should ehow a 40 per cent gain in 
population.

BraineTd-Cuyuna Mining 
Co. 
Lets 
Contract for Timbers to Mah- 
lum Lumber Co. 
The Cuyuna-Mille Lacs mine has 
the proud distinction of being the 
first mine to dump ore in the new ore 
dock of the Northern Pacific rail­ 
way situated at Superior. 
The cargo 
of ore to the Bethlehem Steel com­ 
pany was loaded from the dock on 
August 23. The Lodaer-Donahue com­ 
pany has been advised by an officer 
of a furnace which has been using 
ores from the 
Cuyuna-Mille 
Lacs 
mine, “ that the ore from theCuyuna- 
Alille Lacs mine was the finest ore 
for smelting that had ever been re­ 
ceived at their furnace. 
He furth­ 
er stated, “ You people do not realize 
the value of your product— It is sim­ 
ply immense.” 
On all sides one witnesses activity 
on the part of the mines tributary 
to the Northern Pacific, railway. The 
Cuyuna-Mille Lacs and the Cuyuna- 
Duluth mines are adding more men 
and a train of ore a day is now be­ 
ing shipped. 
The drift now extend* 
a distance of 300 feet at the 200 foot 
level of the Ouyuna-Duluth 
mine. 
There is but little water to contend 
with. 
At the Adams mine at Oreland a 
steel head frame is under construc-

square miles containing an area of 
51,749,120 acres of land. 
At pres­ 
ent there are 56,137 farms in this 
state with a total acreage of 27,675,- 
823 acres of which, according to the 
federal census of 1910, 19,609,000 
acres were under cultivation. 
From 
this it is apparent that nearly two- 
thirds of the state is still unoccupied, 
so far as agriculture is concerned; 
yet 90 percent of the vacant land is 
estimated to be suitable for cultiva­ 
tion when cleared and drained. 
The United States census of 1900 
showed the population of Minnesota 
to be 1,751,394— while that of 1910 
stated it at 2,075,708, or an increase 
of 18.5 p^r cent in the ten years. Of 
this population less than ten per cent 
are located In so called Northern 
Minnesota. 
With the cutting of the timber and 
the draining of the swamp lands, vast 
areas of fertile land ar© now being 
made open to the settler. 
The state 
authorities and the 
railroads 
are 
widely advertising Minnesota and Its 
resources. 
Its own people are awak­ 
ening to the great opportunities to be 
availed of in the Northern counties, 
and a large influx of worthy and sat­ 
isfactory homeseekers is confidently 
expected in the next two or three 
years. 
Indeed,

should show a 40 per cent gain in 
population.
